[Text] No one has announced it, but everyone is going to learn the bad news when 
going to have the empty bottled gas tank refilled. Actually, since last week and

NEW OLL DISCOVERY--The Ministry of Mines and Petroleum announced a new oil dis- 
covery yesterday at a well located on the Ndoubi Marin prospecting permit, which 
is 100-percent owned by the ELF-Gabon [Gasoline and Lubricants Company of France] 
company. The announcement by the Ministry of Mines and Petroleum concerns the 
Muruba Marine 2 exploratory well located 300 kilometers southeast of Port-Gentil, 
at a water depth of 65 meters. The well, some 3,000 meters deep, crosses two 
sandstone reservoirs containing oil, in the so-called dentalium formation. During 
tests, flows of 91 cubic meters a day and 196 cubic meters a day were obtained 
from the two. The General Hydrocarbons Directorate states that additional work 
will be necessary in order to evaluate the commercial interest of the discovery.

DETAILS OF FUEL PRICE INCREASES--By an order dated 26 January and effective today, 
the retail prices of super, regular gas and diesel fuel have been changed. These 
changes represent an increase of about 5 percent. The price of kerosene remains 
unchanged. These modifications are in keeping with the concern for adapting the 
price structures of these products to the specific situation of the raw material, 
which is crude oil, whose price is rising substantially because of the increased 
value of the American dollar (currency used in billing). However, despite the 
increases registered by these new measures, the government remains very sensitive 
to the problems of consumers, Furthermore, in order to protect the lower-income 
groups, it was decided to keep kerosene at the same price. Prices for the differ- 
ent areas will be published in a coming edition.

NUNOO-MENSAH DENTES EXECUTIONS, SPEAKS OF TRUE DEMOCRACY

[Text] No secret executions had taken place in Ghana since the Provisional 
National Defence Council (PNDC) came to power, Brigadier J. Nunoo-Mensah, 
Chief of Defence Staff and member of the PNDC, assured in Lagos last 
Monday. 


Brigadier Nunoo-Mensah told journalists that there was no truth in the 
allegation. 


He noted that a lot of rumours had been flowing between the two countries 
and said those were deliberate attempts by certain people to sow seeds of 
discord between Nigeria and Ghana. 


According to Brigadier Nunoo-Mensah the PNDC believes in fair trial, the 
rule of law and human rights. 


He said ousted President Hilla Limann was being looked after and was being 
kept in Akosomba, "a nice resort over-looking the Volta Dam." 


He said by his visit the two countries "are now better informed about each 
other." 


Brigadier Nunoo-Mensah said Ghana's needs were enormous and no one country 
could satisfy her "hence our desire to be friends with everybody who wants 
to be our friend." 


Brigadier Nunoo-Mensah said there was a lot of misconception about Ghana- 
Libya relations and explained that the PNDC did not think it was right for 
Ghana to break relations with Libya like the Limann Government did. 


He said Ghana was evolving a system of government which would involve people 
at every level. 


"Our situation is unique. Our government is not military. The cabinet is 
all civilian. It is a government of the people and a true democracy." 


Brigadier Nunoo-Mensah told the journalists that he was speaking as a 
spokesman for the people of Ghana--G.N.A.

[Text] Last year, in the middle of hot debates in Parliament, Beer and 
Palm Wine bars around the country on whether the Silver Jubilee Celebration 
should be held in grand style befitting the first country south of the 
Sahara to attain the stav.us of self-government, I had an exclusive inter- 
view with "Miss Ghana" to find out her problems. 


In spite of the stout defence advanced by the Limann government that Miss 
Ghana's 25 birthday cannot be played down even though the economy is in a 
horrible condition, everybody agreed that it was very necessary to scale 
down the expenditure if the young lady would remain on her feet and continue 
to live a decent life after the guests had gone home. 


It may be recalled that at the time of the interview, the once stunningly 
beautiful young lady whose suitors in Africa and from other parts of the world 
used to compete for her attention appeared sickly and very tired. Her 
radiant beauty, vital statistics and vibrant dynamism which never failed to 
sweep Africans off their feet wherever she went had been considerably snuffed 
out. She was, quite obviously, a lady who had gone through much tribulations 
and was on the verge of her sixth nervous breakdown. 


Early this week, I had another exclusive interview with her and I am happy 
to report that she appeared remarkable relaxed and not tensed up anymore. 
[as published] She looked like someone who had come to terms with her life 
situation and is prepared to accept any new arrangement which would improve 
things for her. 


Reminded that she had been in tantrums last year over the issue of her 
birthday, she replied that she was upset simply because her father of blessed 
memory would have moved heaven and earth to celebrate this occasion with 
much pomp and ceremony. The question of unavailability of money would not 
have come in because advance planning would have taken care of everything. 


I do not know about that but what I am sure of is that Miss Ghana had not 
yet received any gifts at the time of the interview which is a little 














puzzling considering the fact that she still has many who profess to be her 
friends all over the world and a 25th anniversary is not an occasion which 

can easily be forgotten, especially since many of them attended her impressive 
naming and outdooring ceremony on March 6, 1957 and other subsequent meetings 
in Accra. After all, 25 years of a woman's life should cause some excitement 
among men, 


The lack of activities, notwithstanding she was quite composed. 


"You know something? The greatest birthday gift that the people have given 
me is the Revolution?" she said. 


"That may be true except that the revolution itself may not deal with your 
basic piight directly". 


"At least, it is taking care of all the rapists, plunderers and opportunists 
who had dealt a near-fatal blow to the economy over the past twenty years or 
so", she said, becoming teary-eyed. 


Looking at the extent of damage done to you physically and psychuiogically, 
would you agree with those who are advocating a change of name to coincide 
with this anniversary as the solution to the worsening economic crises? 


"IT don't believe for one moment that this would help in any way as the saying 
goes, a rose by any name smells the same", she pointed out. 


'Now, what's your greatest wish for the coming years?" 
"To be left alone by those foreign companies who have relentlessly been 
pushing items like skin lightening creams instead of goods to help us 
develop our resources on to our markets. We know that these tactics are 
clearly aimed at perpetuating the old order. By the way, what do you mean 
when you referred to "my basic plight?" she asked rather suddenly. 


"Well...You see, a woman of 25 must start thing of a..." 





"A husband?" She interrupted, "Well, I can tell you that I am going to get 
married very soon." 


"You mean you already have a boy friend?" 


"Sure, I'm engaged; betrothed to a young man. He is aun, my father the 
greatest Pan-Africanist that ever walked this earth would have been proud 
of. In fact, I believed my father showed me the way". She said obviously 
feeling the way any young woman would at such a time. 


"How soon may I ask, can I meet this, eh, lucky young chap?"

Ms Ama Ata Aidoo, Secretary for Education signed 
on behalf of Ghana whilst Mr Yoshio Kudo, manager of West African branch of 
the firm signed for his government. The Education Secretary thanked the 
Japanese for the grant and expressed the hope that the friendly relations 
a.ready existing between the two countries would be further strengthened.

Speaking during a courtesy call on Otumfuo 
Opoku Ware II, Asantehene at Manhyia yesterday, Brig Nunoo-Mensah stressed 
that they did not come to disrupt the smooth running of chieftaincy in the 
country.

The resolution of Liberia 
affirmed the urgent need for 
international ,. action to 
assist the Liberian Govern- 
ment, and accordingly ap- 
pealed to all member states, 


specialized agencies and 
other organizations of the 
U.N. system international 
development and financial 
instituticrs to contribute 


generously, through bila- 
teral or multilateral chan- 
nels to help reconstruction 


rehabilitate and develop 
Liberia. 

According to a United 
Nations questionaire, a 
Least Developed Country 
(LDC) is one which "faces 
economic difficulties so 


basic and so severe that the 


‘country is unable, if unaid- 


ed, to benefit fully and au- 
tomatically from general 
measures adopted in favour 
of the developing country as 
a group." 


According to the defini- 
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tion, a least developed 
country requires extraordin- 
ary additional measures from 
the international community 
to assist it eliminate han- 
dicaps, derive - significant 
advantages from general de- 
velopment measures and break 
the vicious circle of depri- 
vation and poverty. 

The document further said 
that a combination of a 
number of economic, politi- 
cal and social factors on 
the domestic and interna- 
tional levels led the Gov- 
ernment of Liberia to re- 
quest an LDC status for the 
country. 

Among those factors are 
the substantial decline in 
commodity prices, world in- 


flation, food shortages, 
chronic balance-of-payments 
deficits, high interest 


rates for loans, increased 
prices for energy and im- 
ported goods, inheritance of 
large public debts, the de- 
teriorating conditions of 
the economy and the politi- 
cal, social and economic 
changes of April 1980. _ 
Based on preliminary de- 
cisions, it is stated in the 
document that ‘it would ap- 
pear that Liberia's chance 


of being accepted as a least 
developed country is good. 


The document added that the 
manufacturing share of 
Liberia's gross domestic 
product is less than ten 
per cent, while the literacy 
rate is less than 20 per 
cent.

Sawyer said, will lead to the 
writing of a final document and 
the holding of a national referen- 
‘Jum on the document. 


chairman of the 
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Dr. Sawyer who is also Political 
Science professor at the Universi- 
ty of Liberia, said the exercise is 
expected to lead eventually to a 
return to civilian rule after the 
nationwide opinion poll or 
referendum on the document is 
conducted and the document is 
approved finally by the People’s 
Redemption Council. 

He said the holding of a 
referendum will not be the end 
of his commission's work. 

He explained that such elec- 
tions commission, political par- 
ties and so forth would need to

The most difficult work as yet 
for the commission has been the 
holding of public hearings 
throughout the country. The 
Chairman said the hearings were 
designed to enable the members 
of the Commission “to meet and 
talk with our people throughout 
the country, to grasp their par- 
ticipation in the writing of the 
new constitution”. 

The hearings began in late 
November when two. special 
hearings were held at the

explained that these were special 
cases because the two institu- 
tions of higher learning in the 
country were about to close at 
that time, and they reflect, in one 
way or another, the genéral 
spectrum of the national popula- 
thon. 

Regular public hearinos [r. 
Sawyer said, were kicxea ott in 
December in Grand Bassa Coun- 
ty when a number of public 
meetings were held with the peo- 
ple in LIBANC, Rivercess and 
Buchanan. 

From there, similar hearings 
were carried out in serious 
population concentration areas 
as Nimba and Lofa. 

In Nimba, views were taken in 
Sanniquellie, _ Jappita, Yekepa 
an@ Camp No.4 or Unification 
Camp, while in Lofa, meet ngs 
were conducted in Voinjama, 
Kolahun, Zorzor, Gbama and 
Bopolu. 

In Montserrado, another 
populous county, hearings were 
held in Brewerville and Johnson- 
ville among others, besides 
Monrovia which was treated as a 
special case because cf the many 
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pressure groups present here. 

In Monrovia, five hearings 
were held at the Monrovia City 
Hall where 17 target groups 
were considered. Moreover, Dr. 
Sawyer said views taken in 
Monrovia were not limited to the 
hearings at the City Hall, as there

During the hearings, the Chair- 
man said a total of 47 position 
papers or written documents 
were presented by professional 
groups, studeuts and other 
nressure groups. In addition, he 
said, hur ireds of letters and 
comments: wete..received from 
other sectors of the public on 


issues that may constitute con- 


stitutional matters. 

The Chairman said inputs 
gathered from the public, 
although controversial at times, 
were relevant. He added that the 
hearings further helped to 
minimize fears of producing a 
document which would ex- 
clusively reflect the views of a 


given elite or group, noting that 
the hearings were particlarly 
necessary for stimulating par- 
ticipatory democracy as “an in- 
tegral part of the nation’s future 
political process”. 

Dr. Sawyer said, however, that 
the receiving of views does not 
necessarily mean that the views 
will be included in the new con- 
stitution. He said the Commission 
will have to first define “a con- 
stitutional issue”, an issue which 
is fundamental to the majority of 
the population and could 
therefore be included in the 
organic laws of the Republic. 

Otherwise, he said, other mat- 
ters not considered by the Com- 
mission for inclusion in the con- 
stitution could be cosidered by 
the law-making body in the 
future republic. 

Dr. Sawyer expressed ap- 
preciation to all members of the 
public and to the press for the 
cooperation accorded members 
of the Commission during the 
first stage of their work. He ask- 
ed further that such cooperation 
continue as the Commission's 
members continue their under- 
taking to prepare Liberia for a 
return to constitutional rule.

The release said that 
saving account depositors 
who are to benefit from the 
approximately $4.5 million 
"paying process" will re- 
ceive their cheques, drawn 
on the NBL (Liquidator, 
BOL), Onlv upon prover iden- 
tification and presentation 
of their individual pass 
books and signed receipts.

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About $103,285 of the to- 
tal amount will go towards 
off-setting loans owed the 
BOL by several depositors. 

The release added that de- 
positors with accounts under 
$5,000, are to be paid in 
cash by a local designated 
commercial bank, while those 
having accounts from $5,000 
and above, will be required 
to open accounts at desigqna- 
ted banks. 

The paying process which 
started Thursday, is expect- 
ed to run through March 20. 
March 13 and 14 (ch-ques

NBL, the release said, 
will pay a total of

The assets of Bank of Li- 
beria, it may pe recalled, 
was liquidated in March 
1981. At that time, BOL re- 
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portedly owed the NBL over 
drafts totalling more than 
$19 million. 

Meanwhile, as depositors 
in Monrovia are currently 
receiving their cheques, 
those in Buchanan, Grand 
Bassa County, have been in- 
formed to report to the

GOVERNMENT ESTABLISHES INTERPRETATION, TRANSLATION BUREAU

Recently the government of 
Liberia established a Bureau of 
Interpretation and Translation. 
Tne bureau places emphasis on 
the three international languages 
of both United Nations and the 
V.A.U., namely Arabic, English 
and French. 

The bureau is being headed by 
one of Liberia's most efficient 
female bi-linguist, Gbessie E. 
Cole, who holds a Bachelor of 
Arts degree in French (with em- 
phasis in translation) from the 
National University of Ivory 
Coast. 

Gbessie tells Women's World 
from her Broad Street office, 
about this new bureau, it func- 
tions and contributions to the 
Liberian society. 

The purpose of establishing 
such a bureau, Gbessie stated, is 
to centralise and provide a poo! 
of translators and interpreters of 
international standard. The 
bureau also serves as a controll- 
ing Organ for any contract or 
assignment dealing with transla- 
tion and/or interpretation within 
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the Republic of Liberia. 
“Basically,” she explained, 
“the whole idea of establishing 
the bureau came into being, 
when we (the qualified and train- 
ed Liberian poly-linguals) saw 
the need of this profession within 
the Liberian society. We first of 
all considered the fact that the 
need of communicating with our 
neighbouring Franco-phcnes 
countries was very essential.” 
She cited as example the 
hosting of the OAU Summit here, 
when Liberia had to import 
foreign translators and_inter- 
preters. This cost the govern- 
ment a whole lot of money, the 
Chairlady noted. “However, with 
Liberia having her own profes- 
sional interpretation 
translators, there will be a great 
cut in the government funds in 
importing foreigners”, she said. 
Another reason the bi-linguist 
emphasized, is that the Liberian 
market has business people who 
want to transact businesses with 
the government. “Now if there is 
a business man who is French 
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and 


and speaks a little bit of English, 
and also has documents in his 


language for the National Invest-_ 
ment Co:amission (NIC), how will% 
he be able to communicate for 
any such business?” she asked. 

Other countries have 
designated ‘translation 
agencies” that help in_ the 
translating of important 
documents and other things. 

“Liberia too needs an Agency 
of such nature. The bureau is 
new and is trying first of all to 
educate the people of its impor- 
tance. This is the time for 
Liberians to utilize such a bureau 
in order to solve the enhance- 
ment problem of communica- 
tions within the country,” 
Gbessie asserted. 

Miss Cole explained that quite 
recently the Mano River Union 
held its 12th Adversary Board 
meeting which “our bureau 
played an instrumental part in 
the interpretation of French, be- 
ing that Guinea who is now a 
member is also a Franco-phone 
countrv.

JOURNALIST CALLS FOR INDIGENOUS LANGUAGES IN SCHOOLS

A local journalist has 
called for the introduction 
of indigenous languages in 
Liberian schools. 

The Editor-in-Chief of the 
Gbarnga Pilot Rural 
Newspaper, Henrie Thomp- 
son said at the weekend that 
the introduction of ver- 
nacular would create the 
readership base that would 
slow the Rural Press to 
ichieve its objectives of 
‘eaching its target audience 
n the rural areas through 
their own local language for 
easy understanding. 


Receiving the keys of his offices from Information Minister Colonel 
Allison at an inaugural ceremony in Gbarnga, Mr Thompson said if his 
proposal was considered, he believes that within three years a vernacular 


readership base would be developed to enable future rural newspapers to 
be printed in vernacular, 


"Liberia is the only country in Africa that does not teach vernacular in 
her schools and publishes a rural newspaper in English,'' Thompson observed. 
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He maintained that it was 
essential to teach local 
languages in schools because 
“it is an important part of our 
culture and heritage’. 
Thompson said “it is sad to 
note that most of our children 
nowadays cannot even speak 


the dialect of their pzzents”, 


which he noted may seem ir- 
relevant on the surface, but 
serious, technically. 

Thompson emphasized that 
“if our culture has lost out to 
foreign cultures, in other 
areas of our national life, 
loosing out on our national 
languages ‘co would amount 
to loosing our identity as a 
nation and people.” 

About the paper _ itself, 
Thompson disclosed that it 
shall be known as “Bong 
Crier” and for now, it would 
be an eight-page, four- 
columned newspaper that 
would be published twice a 
month. But the editor said 
that with the arrival of addi- 
tiona: materials and supplies, 
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they hope to increase the 
pages to 12 and publish once 
a week. —" 

Among other things, 
Thompson pointed that Bong 
Crier would strive to fill the 
information gap between the 
urban and rural areas by 
printing the kind of informa- 
tion that would be a special 
interest to a rural community 
and which may not find its 
way to the national papers, 
radio and television. 

He asserted that the paper 
would struggle to help in the 
promotion of literacy by be- 
ing a teacher to the illiterate 
and help the newly literate 
remain literate. 

The newspaper, Thompson 
further explained, “would 
serve as a means through 
which the people of the coun- 
try could make their wishes 
and aspirations known to 
government while govern- 
ment in turn will know what 
the people are thinking”.

LEBANESE INDUSTRIALISTS SET UP MONROVIA WATER PURIFICATION PLANT

[Excerpt] While waves of salty sea water were wrecking a storm in Monrovia's 
water supply system during the past few weeks, a group of Lebanese indus- 
trialists here were frantically putting together a package that has been 
aptly referred to as "Lword indistinct) innovation," 


The result of their efforts is a giant $85,000.00 water purification plant 
capable of tuming out up to 100,000 gallons of ‘absolutely pure colorless, 
tasteless, odorless drinking water," 


The plant which is located on U.N. Drive near the Ambassador Hotel in Mamba 
Point is also designed to produce for the first time in Liberia special dis- 
tilled water for use in autom ‘bile batteries. 


The plant's publicity-shy General Manager Ali Hassoun said in an interview 
here last Thursday it is his company's conviction that the operation of the 
plant will help to save a substantial amount of foreign reserves which are 
presently used on importing purified and distilled water from other countries, 


He noted that the contamination of the Monrovia water supply by sea water 
need no longer poses a problem, since consumers can now obtain abundant 
supplies of purified water from the plant at very low cost. 


Mr Hassoun further said that the availahility of inexpensive distilled water 
from the plant will also enable motorists to greatly increase the life-span 
of their automobile batteries most of which being adversely affected by the 
use of improvised salty tap water, 


lle disclosed that his company also plans to set up a drip making plant that 
will be able to produce a sufficient quantity of drips for use in the various 
hospitals. 


Since its quiet launching into operation early this month the plant appears 
to be gathering substantial public commendation and patronage in spite of 
poor publicity. 














'We didn't have to do any extensive publicity," says Sales Manager, Mr 
Hassoun, noting that at a time when a lot of people are hesitating to drink 
the regular water supply because of the unusually high salt content, news 
of pure water production would obviously spread "like wild forest fire." 


The introduction of the new plant which is capable of completely removing 
salt and other impurities from the water system is therefore seen as being 


complementary to LWSC's plants which are now being overworked in an attempt

[Text] President Didier Ratsiraka was in Ambatondrazaka (‘ake Alaotra) yesterday. 
Ambatondrazaka is Madagascar's “rice basket" and one of the regions most hard hit 
by the recent cyclones and floods. 


In fatigue dress, a uniform now familiar to the rural producers who like to meet 
with the president "in the field," the chief of state and his wife, accompanied by 
two members of the CSR [Supreme Revolutionary Council] (Mora Etienne and Ramanant- 
Salama), the minister of interior (Ampy Portos, chairman of the National Relief 
Committee) and a number of high officials from the Office of the President and 
various ministries, expressed their sympathy and assurances of help to disaster 
victims. 


Closing early, as is its wont, the "TARATRA'" NATIONAL INFORMATION AGENCY was not 
able last evening to give us a report on the president's visit, a report we hope 
to obtain for our next edition. Radio and television detailed numerous gifts to 
victims in the region last night, gifts including two inflatable boats (from 

France), 200 tons of cement, several tons of rice, basic commodities, and so on. 


Interview on FR=-3 Reunion 


The major event yesterday was President Ratsiraka's interview with two French jour- 
nalists on FR-3 Reunion now accompanying the European Parliament delegation 
(including Paul Verges, leader of the Reunionese Communist Party), which delegation 
also visited the Alaotra region yesterday. It was an "on-the-spot" chat between 
the chief of state and our European visitors. 


The text of the interview is expected to be made available today through the 
NATIGNAL AGENCY "leather cushion," but we already have some excerpts from the 
president's statements: 


"Madagascar is not totally alone in its difficulties because various countries and 
international organizations are helping us. Nevertheless, we are somewhat bitter 
about the way the international organizations often react with respect to disasters 
that hit the Third World.countries, whether they be natural disasters or man-made. 
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"Man-made disasters: A coup d'etat occurs in Gambia in the absence of President 
Jawara, who is in London for Prince Charles’ wedding. A mission is immediately 
sent to Banjul by the international organizations in order to evaluate damages and 
needs of Gambians. In our country in 1975, the president, Colonel Ratsimandrava, 
was assassinated. Martial law was instituted for several months, during which 
imports and exports were halted. No aid came from abroad, whence a certain amount 
of bitterness. 


"Natural disasters: Madagascar is hit by cyclones every year. In 1982, the island 
has been very hard hit because the entire national economy is affected. Schools 
are not operating because they are housing the victims and the homeless. Roads and 
railroads have been cut; 25,000 hectares of our crops have been lost for the year, 
and so on. In short, it is a national catastrophe. In order to prevent natural 
disasters, the United Nations should have an emergency relief fund that could be 
used immediately and effectively because to receive aid in 1982 for a cyclone that 
struck in 1978 is pitiful. The people need cement, gifts, medicine and rice imme- 
diately. An emergency relief fund could be used for such needs immediately. 
Nothing of the sort is now available. 


"All of this shows that Madagascar is considered as the poor cousin of the Third 
World, the Indian Ocean or the nonaligned countries." 


The FR-3 Reunion correspondent then asked whether President Ratsiraka were not be- 
ing made to pay very dearly for his political choices and the chief of state, who 
was applauded by villagers present, said that he regretted none of his choices. 

"If I had it to do all over again, I would make the same choices. Malagasy social- 
ism and the independence of Madagascar is never too dear."

NEVER BOTHERED 

“Yet it was front page 
news that Windhoek has a 
new mayor, and not only 
for Windhoek, but for 
Katutura and Khomasdal 
as well.

Ministers’ Council  an- 
nouncement never 
bothered to consult 


Khomasdal and Katutura 
in the election of a new 
mayor”, accused Mr

“There. are quite a few 
Black and Brown people in 
this country who would 
like to run for mayor of 
Windhoek”, he added.

Mr Kaura urged the 
Ministers’ Council not be 
deflected from its new task 
by “selfish, impudent, con- 
ceited, supercilious, 
sadistic and arrogant snobs 
who want to maintain their 
super privileges at all 
costs”. 

Mr Kaura said he had 
bought himself swimming 
trunks and would go swim- 
ming in the Windhoek 
Municipal pool on April 
Fool's Day when the 
takeover become effective. 

Turning to the racially 


segregated Municipal 
libraries, he said: “I have 
literally become illiterate 


for the last three years 
from being forced to read 
the Jack and Jill books in 
the Katutura library.” 
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TOO HOT 

Referring to yesterday's 
walkout from the National 
Assembly by HNP leader 
Mr Sarel Becker and the 
non-narticipation of the 
Aktur delegation, Mr 
Kaura said the “political 
kitchen” (National As- 
sembly) had “become too 
hot for them”. 

Mr Becker wanted to 
take Namibia back to the 
days when “kaffirs must 
not be trusted, and they 
should get their hiding with 
their wages and be treated 
like children”, according to 
Mr Kaura. 

Almost the entire 
National Assembly was 
now composed of people 
“shaped in the DTA 
mould” ,because they had 
all come from the DTA 
crucible”, Mr Kaura said. 

He was referring to the 
various Opposition groups 
who had broken away 
from the DTA, such as 
Nudo Progressive and the 
National Democratic 
Party. 

“Since only the DTA is 
left in this House, let’s now 
get down to the business of 








governing the country”, he 
concluded. 

Mr Gregoir Tibinyane, 
representative of , the 
Tswanas, said this morning 
he supported Mr 
Kalangula’s idea of turning 
the DTA into one party. 
What he could not support, 
however, was the way in 
which Mr Kalangula had 
gone about matters. 

“It can’t be achieved in 
two to three months. If he 
had shown patience, he 
would have succeeded,” 
Mr Tibinyane said. 
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“I can’t accept that 
without talking to. the 
leaders he could tell them 
to form one party. this is a 
thing that must come from 
conviction.” 

Mr Tibinyane also said 
he could not agree with Mr 
K alangula’s idea of 
dividing the country into 
provinces. He said the idea 
would remind Black people 
of the homelands system. 


“We have suffered much 


under the homelands 
system. and this idea wil 
Create suspicion, par 
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ticularly if you see Mi 
Kalangula come with this 
idea of just after the 
National Party under Mi 
Pretorius came with the 
idea of provinces.” 

When the National As- 
sembly broke for tea this 
morning, Mr_ Tibinyane 
moved on to talk about the 
opponents of the DTA. 

“Here in SWA there are 
organisations and people 
whose only aim is to break 
the DTA”, he was saying 
when the Assembly ad- 
journed. 


Mr Tibinyane also refer- 
red to yesterday’s allega- 
tions by Mr Piet Junius 
that there was misuse of 
funds by Representative 
Authorities. 

“The reason is that the 
Representative Authorites 
are not worried about 
SWA as a whole, but are 
worried about their popula- 
tion group. I would like to 
warn the representative 
authorities that no popula- 
tion group in ths contry 
can win this struggle 
alone”. 








BECKER PULLS HNP OUT OF NATIONAL ASSEMBLY

MR SAREL 
BECKER, leader of the 
HNP of SWA left the 
National Assembly in 
Windhoek for the last 
time yesterday, 
withdrawing his party 
from the National As 
sembly. 


He did so after tabling a 
motion calling inter alia for 
the disbanding of the 
National Assembly. 

After motivating his mo- 
tion amongst considerable 
interyections from the rul- 
ing DTA side of ice 
House, no seconder came 
foreward and the motion 
lapsed. 

Mr Becker's motion also 
called for a return to the 
system of government in 
the Territory as it was 10 
years ago, with a Commis 
sioner General for the 
Non White national 
minorities, representation 
for the Whites in the Cape 
Town Parlament, a cessa 


tion of all independence 
negotiations for SWA un 
der Black majority rule, 
and separate in- 


dependences for each of 
the Territory's population 
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groups in their ‘own’ 
geographical regions. 

Mr Becker reaffirmed 
the HNI’s option for a 
‘statebond’ instead of 2 
federal or unitary state in 
an independent Namibia. 

A UN-envisaged — in- 
dependence for the Ter- 
ritory did not invoive true 
democracy, because 85 
percent of the population 
were ignorant and oper: to 
manipulation. 

Democracy was a 
system developed for the 
informed and the educated 
Mr Becker said. 

A democratic system of 
covernment in a unitary 
state would spell chaos in 
an : ‘dependent SWA, he 
addea. 

The HNP was not in 
favour of the National As- 


sembly even if it was 
ethnically composed, 
because it involved power 
sharing amongst the 


vanous national minorities. 
TOTAL SEPARATION 

Mr Becker proposed the 
total separation of groups 
as the only way to a com- 
plete removal of  dis- 
crimination, and suggested 
that the Whites should 
become consttutionally in- 
tegrated with SA 


. 
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Refersing to a motion 
that was passed previously 
in the National Assembly 
that interna! political par- 
ties shou-d not obtain out- 
side furs, Mr Becker said 
the CIA had voted in 
favour of the motion only 
to get “a prickly matter off 
its shoulders”. 

The motion had been un- 
animously accepted at the 
time and was aimed at 
eliminating outside  in- 
fluences being broughi to 
bear on the Territory 
through financial aid to 
political parties. 

“The DTA is now pay- 
ing for this because other 


parties are now being 
funded from _ outside 
against the DTA”, Mr 
Becker said. He did not 
elaborate. 

The DTA _= majority’s 


hands were itching to in- 
stitute far-reaching 
changes on the local 
government level in the 
Terntory now that the 
Ministers’ Council has 
taken over the third-tier, 
said, Mr _ Becker. He 
warned that Municipal 
government was the one 
level especially suited for 
local rule by each group 
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over its own affairs and if 
the DTA tampered with 
this system, chaos would 
result. 


ITCHING 
“The DTA’s hands are 
itching to make those 


changes”, he said. 

Mr Becker said he would 
resign from the National 
Assembly when he left 
yesterday, but was not 
withdrawing from politics 
in SWA. 

“I am_ leaving here 
because I will use my time 
more fruitfully elsewhere 
concluded Mr Becker. 

He thanked the 
Chairman ; .d the other 
members of the National 
Assembly for their 
benevolerice towards him. 

The motion lapsed when 
no seconder came 
foreward and Mr Becker 
shortly afterward left the 
Assembly. 

The National Party elec- 
tion front Aktur also an 
nounced this week that it 
would not participate ac- 
tively in the proceedings, 
as a form of protest against 
the composition of the 
National Assembly. 
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MILITARY BOARD OF INQUIRY LOOKS AT ALLEGED ATROCITIES

A MILITARY 
judicial board of inquiry 
has begun hearing 
evidence in Windhoek 
on allegations __that 
Security Forces had 
shot and killed two 
civilians and had 
maltreated others in 
Kavango in northern 
SWA last month. 


A spokesman for the 
SWA_ Territory Force 
headquarters in Windhoek 
told Sapa the board had 
‘been appointed by the chief 
of the Defence Force, 


General Constand Viljoen, 
following “allegations of 
atrocities (wandade) that 
appeared if’ reports 
published by certain new- 
spapers.” 


The SWATF had 
ordered a preliminary in- 
ternal investigation im- 
mediately after the news 
reports had been published. 

“The preliminary _in- 
vestigation is now being 
followed up by a judicial 
board of inquiry convened 
by the Chief of the Defence 
Force,” the spokesman 
said. 

The board, headed by 


Brigadier Ben de Wet Roos 
of SA Defence Force head- 
quarters in Pretoria, was 
currently hearing evidence 
in Windhoek and would 
leave for Kavango as soon 
as its work in the city had 


been completed. 
The South African 
Minister of Defence, 


General Magnus Malan, 
said in reply to a question 
in the House of Assembly 
last week the Defence 
Force would investigate al- 
legations by a Kavango 
Chief, a shopkeeper and a 
schoolmaster that two in- 
nocent civilians had been 
shot by Security Forces. 


It had been further al- 
leged that the Kavango 
Chief had been intimidated 
by mortar fire directed at 
his kraal and by threats 
with a firearm to make 
women abailable for im- 
moral purposes, and that 
detainees were assaulted 
and maltreated. 


General Maian said the 
use of violence against 
civilians was in conflict 
with the policy of the 
SADF, but at the same 
time propaganda was being 
used to discredit the 
Security Force. — Sapa.

POLICE DOG ACTION CALLED 'BRUTAL AND IRRESPONSIBLE"

MR Solomon Mifima, 
Chairman of the Nami- 
bian Trade Union Coun- 
cil, has described the re- 
cent use of Police dogs 
in rounding up vagrants 
as “brutal and unrespon- 
sible”. 

Mr Mifima was referring 
to an incident which occur- 
red last week when three 
people were arrested after 
Police dogs had been set 
on a group of young men 
sitting on the grass at the 
Ausspannpliatz. The Police 
claimed the men were 
vagrants, and that the inc- 
dent took place as part of 
normal Police proccauie to 
prevent <nme. 

At a press conference 
this week Mr Mifima cal- 
led upon the AG “to in- 
vestigate the case in ques- 
tion as soon as possibile.” 
He said an independent 
commission should be set 
up to investigate the case 
“and if any criminal action 
from the Police was to be 
found, legal action should 
be instituted against those 
responsible. 


“These people were 
workers who were looking 
for employment. There 
were no signboards to m- 
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Mr Mifima said.- 

Mr Mifima told 
reporters that some of the 
people involved in the inci- 
dent had been to see the 
Trade Union Council 
about the matter. 


He also called on the 
Government to look into 
the matter of the eight 
Black people who died in a 
veld fire in the Auas moun- 
tains in 1978. The Minister 
of Defence recently settled 
out of court with the 
widow of Mr Hedmut 
Voigts, who also died in 
the fire. 


“It was not stated 
whether he would pay 
compensation to the 
families of the black men 
who died in the fire. Mr 
Helmut Voigts did not die 
alone”, he said. The Trade 
Union Council was 
““working on whether to 
take legal action against 
the Government for the 
people who died in the 
fire.”

I AM glad that Mr 
Peter Kalangula’s 
National Democratic 
Party took up _ the 
Owambo Government’s 
two nominated seats in 
the National Assembly 
this week. 


This followed a _ con- 
siderable amount of soul- 
searching, primarily 
because of the gauntlet 
thrown by DTA Chairman 
Mr Dirk Mudge. Mr 
Mudge has argued on 
numerous accasions that it 
is hypocritical for the 
NDP to retain power in the 
Owambo Administration 
while it rejects ethnicity. 

The Owambo Executive 
in turn feared that the same 
allegation would be thrown 
at it if it took up the two 
nominated seats in the 
National Assembley. 

Frankly, that would 
have been total nonsense. 

To start with, the NDP 
recognises the legitimacy 
of the present interim con- 
stitution (even if grudgir.zly 
so) while parties such as 
Swapo, Swapo D and 
Swanu do not. 


As such, there would 
certainly be hyprocricy if 


Swapo D or Swanu for ex- 
ample participated in the 
existing order, because thy 
would be making use of a 
system that they reject. 

Not so for the NDP. The 
NDP recognises the ex- 
isting order, is legally ac- 
cepted within ihe existing 
order, and thus. has every 
right to participate in and 
make use of thesystem to 
its own advantage. 

The precedents? 

The Labour Party in the 
UK does not like the 
House of Lords anymore 
than the NDP likes the AG 
8 interim constitution, but 
the Labour Party does 
have representation in the 
House of Lords and it does 
participate fully in the 
proceedings of the House 
of Lords. 

By the same token, the 
PFP in SA does not like 
apartheid, but does have 
representation in the all- 
White SA House of As- 
sembly and does par- 
ticipate in its proceedings. 

HYPOCRISY 

Kight, it might be argued 
that the PFP has refused to 
participate in the Presi- 
dent's Council because it 
includes Whites, Coloureds 
and Asiatics but excludes 


Blacks. Regretably, that is 
hypocrisy. 

Commissions of inquiry 
are another good example. 
A minority party, if invited 
to participete in an_ in- 
vestigation, :aay not agree 
with the terms of reference 
or the possible majority 
recommendations, but that 
does no necessarily prevent 
it from participating in the 
investigation and submit- 
ting a minority report. 

Turning to the second- 
tier governments, the same 
principle applies. Mr 
Mudge may well claim that 
Messrs Kalangula and 
Justus Garoeb (of the 
Damararaad) have no 
business retaining power in 
those authorities. He is 


wrong. 
The parties of Messrs 
Kalangula and Garoeb

CLEAN SWEEP 

In the case of the Ter- 
rorism Bill, the DTA might 
have had a relatively ciean 
sweep in passing the 
legisiation were it not for 
the NDP.

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internal tension while it 
also requires a competition 
of interests and ideas. In 
the realm of the mind too, 
in philosophy , religion and 
other facets of life, the 
progress of our society de- 
mands the vigorous pitting 
of ideas against each other. 
In fact, only in that way 
can the best results be 
achieved. 

This point, of course, is 
not only fundamental to 
press freedom, it is fun- 
damental to democracy per 
se. and as such includes 
parliamentary representa- 
ion. 

REASON FOR 
CONCERN 

It may be fair to assume 
that Mr Mudge believes as 
of now that the concept of 
total unity and overnding 
control of the National As- 
sembly is more important 
than the concept of healthy 
conflicting interests and a 
loyal opposition. That be- 
ing the case, there would 
be reason for concern, 
because the former concept 
smacks too much of 
totalitarian democratic or 
one party tendencies. And 
if it is the case, it would ex- 
plain to some degree Mr 
Mudge’s great discomfort 
about the NDP breakaway 
from the DTA.

To now turn its back on that endorsement 
reflects just a little too much inconsistency for 
comfort. 

On the other hand, one has to recognise that 
the legitimacy issue has developed into an in- 
tricate one in recent months and cannot be ig- 
nored for what it is. 
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Mr Mudge said on Tuesday that the National 
Assembly and Ministers’ Council will remain 
for the time being, irrespective of outside views. 

That’s fine for reasons mentioned alongside, 
but if the legitimacy issue is going to precipitate 
considerable dissension where it should not 
otherwise be, then the DTA needs to rethink the 
issue. 

The alternatives of course are to retain the 
Status quo, dissolve the institutions completely 
and let the AG rule or change the institutions 
radically. 

I suppose that decisions on this score would 
in turn depend on whether we are heading 
towards a UN-supervised election in the near 
future, or not. 

And utimately, being a constitutional issue, 
this decision is really AG Mr Danie Hough’s. 

One wonders how he feels about matters! 

















"UNIUS CRITICIZES SECOND-TIER SPENDING 


22S Se: 
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MR PIFT JUNIUS, 
member oi the National 
Assembly for the DTA, 
yesterday launched a 
scathing attack on cer- 
tain Representative 
Authorities whose 


spending spree on 
“palaces” for _ their 
Chairmen “bordered on 
recklessness.” 


Mr Jurius, who is one of 
the DTA’s Baster represen- 
tatives, was contributing to 
the Budget debate. 

“I ask with tears in my 
eyes, is it really necessary 
that hundreds of thousands 
of rands be spent to build 
palaces for every MEC 
and Chairman in_ the 
country”, said Mr Junius 
to a resounding chorus of 
“hear hear’. 

Mr Junius” said the 
behaviour of some second- 
tier authorities “bordered 
on recklessness” and was 
“a nightmare to many”. 

He went on to accuse 
certain Representative 
Authorities of corruption 
in their handling of drought 
relief funds which left peo- 
ple “dumbfounded”, and 
pleaded for tighter controls 
on the spending of such 
ad. . 
Many of these leaders 
seemed to be quite un- 
aware of the economic 
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depression in the country 
at present. 

Mr Junius urged those 
who were guilty of 
overspending public funds 
on illustrious homes for 
their leaders, to “please cut 
your cloth smaller”. 

“The difficult times for 
this country are still com- 
ing and when they do, we 
could spend that money 
much more effectively”, he 
warned. 

It seemed to have 
become fashionable for 
certain second-tier 
authorities to compete with 
each other to see who 
could buy the expensive 
houses and cars. 

“This was started by 
Kaptein Diergaardt”, Mr 
Junius alleged, referring to 
the Chairman of the 
Rehoboth Baster Council 
who is in opposition to the 


“If these men are real 
leaders, the people will 
respect them even if they 
should live in _— single 
quarters”, reprimanded Mr 
Junius. 

He reminded the As- 
sembly that “Jesus was 
born in a stable”. 


HIGHEST 

PRIORITY 
Referring to the 
purchase by the Coloured 
Administration of six buses 
this week for ‘cultura! 
promotion’ Mr = Junius 
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demanded of the Coloured 
second-tier leaders: “Are 
they convinced and are 
their people convinced 
that that is the highest 
priority for ‘the 
Coloureds?”. 

If an outsider were to 
look at this state of affairs 
in the Territory, he would 
be forced to conclude that 
no serious lack exists and 
that there is a_ plentiful 
supply of money, neither of 
which is in fact the case, he 
continued. 

Not all second-tier ad- 
ministrations were guilty of 
this malpractice, Mr Junius 
pointed out, but he asked 
those who are to show 
some restraint. 

In similar vein a DTA 
Owambo _ representative 
Mr I Nghihulifua, lashed 
out at prestige spending by 
some second-tier leaders. 

Some of these Executive 
Committees had a house 


and three cars bought for 
each MEC, _ totalling 
R420000 for each ad- 
ministration, according to 
Mr Neghihulifua. 

“R420000 for only 
eight people in the country 
is really too much”, he 
Said. 

These people also travel- 
led in their three cars 
without paying for petrol 
out of their own pockets, 
Mr Nghihulifua added, and 
asked that these matters be 
investigated.

[Interview with Arthur Clayton by Franz Krueger, place and time not specified] 


[Text] MR ARTHUR CLAYTON has been 
Windhoek’s City Engineer for the past 
15 years, and has seen — and initiated — 
some great changes in the city. 


This month, he leaves the city to take up the post of 


The Advertiser went to 

speak to Mr Clayton to 
find out a little more about 
the man and his career. 
_ Arthur James Clayton is 
a born Windhoeker, and 
has spent most of his life 
here. He attended the 
Windhoek High School, 
where he matriculated in 
1953. For the next four 
years he studied Civil 
Engineering at the Univer- 
sity of Cape Town, and 
graduated there in 1957. 


“To put in a nutshell, 
between °S5S7 and '63 I 
worked for an oil company 
for two years, I spent 
about three years with con- 
Sulting engineers and one 
year with civil engineering 
contractors in Rhodesia. I 
was delibrate, I wanted to 
get experience. An old, ex- 
penenced engineer said to 
me during those years: 
You know, an engineer’s 
not an engineer until he’s 
had five jobs in five years.” 

After getting married in 
1961, Mr Clayton came 


City Engineer in Port Elizabeth. 


back to this country in 
1963. 

“I didn’t come to the 
Municipality, I joined the 
SWA Roads Department. 
I was with them for two 
years, and joined the 
Municipality on  Apnil 
Fool’s day 1965. 

“By the time I leave it 
will be within a week of 17 
years that I have been with 
the Municipality.” 

Of those 17 years, Mt 
Clayton has filled the pos» 
tion of City Engineer. for: 
15 years. 

Asked about 
highlights of his career, 
said: “Well, all I can say is 
I've enjoyed my entire 
career. Engineering is a 
facinating subject, its con- 
structive, you can see your 
accomplishments.” 

Q: Mr Clayton, why are 
you leaving the 
Municipality after so many 
years? 


A: Well, for that very 
fact. I’ve been in the same 
job now for 15 years. It 


must be about three years 
ago that I began to think 
about my future. I had to 
decide whether I was going 
to be satisfied to remain in 
this present position for the 
remainder of my career. 
That’s what it amounts to, 
there is no further oppor- 
tunity for advancement in 
the Municipal engineering 
field in SWA. Or was I go- 
ing to try for something 
else? When this oppor- 
tunity for Port Elizabeth 
turned up I knew this was 
the type of thing I was 
looking for. The Port 
Elizabeth job offers me a 
further challenge. 


Q: In a sense, you are 
joining the great SWA 
braindrain. How do you 
see the problem of skilled 
personnel? Are there ways 
of overcoming it? 

A: One would probably 
have to adopt a _ two- 
pronged attack as the 
Muncipality is doing. Per- 
sist in efforts to get people 
academically trained; the 
Municipality has a very 
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good bursary scheme for, I 
think, five or six different 
fields of study. On the 
other hand, our field for 
recruitment is still SA, 
theyll have to pay com- 
petitive salaries and active- 
ly recruit, both in SA and, 
if neccessary, overseas. 


Q: What have been the 


biggest gaps in skilled per- 
sonel in the Municipality? 


A: For a time, there was 
terrific difficulty in getting 
qualified engineers, but 
with the fall off in the 
availability of capital, so 
our need for engineers has 
decreased. Its not far out 
of balace at the moment. 

The shortage at the mo- 
ment in the Municipality as 
a whole is in the skilled ar- 
tisans trades. Instrument 
technicians, for instance, 
are unobtainable. Al et- 
forts to date to recruit in- 
strument technicians have 
failed, and we are now 
thinking of getting them 
from overseas. 

Funnily enough we had 
people come to see us who 





maintained that with the 
recession overseas and the 
salanes we pay here, there 
is a strong possibility of 
re fruiting people. 


Q: Mr Clayton, what is 
a City Engineer? 

A: Well, a City Engineer 
is responsible for all the 
masterplanning and exten- 
sions and most of the ser- 
vices bar one, electricity: 
water supplies, sewage 
reticulation, and purifica- 
tion, parks and gardens, 
fire brigade, the building 
inspectorate, road 
maintenace and construc- 
uon. It is a management 
Job. 

No large project, 
whether it be Municipal, 
Government or private, 
proceeds without my being 
involved in some way. 


Q: How does Windhoek 
feature compared to other 
cities of its size? 

A: Windhoek compares 
very well with other cities 
of its size, and larger, and I 
would go so far as to say it 
Can set an example to 
many cities, in the facilities 
we have available and the 
efficiency with which the 
whole system operates. 


Q: What are the unique 
un! typical problems fac- 
ing a City Engineer here? 

A: One of the problems 
of a place like Windhoek is 
that it is in an arid region, 
and you have to take that 
into account in planning 
and designing facilities. We 
have this terrific variation 
in water demand, for ex- 
ampie. Your peak day is 
nearly three times the 
minimum day in water de- 
mand 

Being an arid region, 
you get these flash floods, 
you get terrific variation in 
rainfall. High intesity rain- 
fall that occurs in arid 
regions leads to infiltration 
into the sewers, you get 
damage to tar roads. 

Q: Will Windhoek be 
able to handle such an in- 


flow? 
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A: It the funds are 
forthcoming, yes. 

Q: And if there isn't this 
inflow, what will 
Windhoek look like? 

A: Well, it will still con- 
tinue to develop, because 
there will be a continued 
tencsncy for the 
governmental functions to 
centre in Windhoek and 
these always attrack all 
sorts of other things, like 
extensions to educational 
systems, additional 
business 


Q: What have been the 
highlights of your career? 


A: With the 
Municipality there have 
been various highlights. 


We commissioned our 
water reclamation scheme, 
the first of its kind in the 
world, to punfy sewage ef- 
fluent to drinking water 
standards. It is a plant 
which is, in fact, — still 
operating. 

From about 1967 to 


1973, Windhoek witnessed 
I think the greatest rate of 


development the city has 
ever had. In that short 
space of time, we 
developed the entire 
Pionierspark township, we 
increased the size of 
Katutura by about 35 to 
40 percent, and we had 
significant developments in 
Khomasdal as well. Over 
this period we surfaced vir- 
tually all the dirt roads in 
what you would call 
Greater Windhoek and 
have made significant ad- 
vances on tarred roads in 
Katutura and Khomasdal. 

We also had our town 
planning scheme 
promulgated during this 
period. At the beginning 
we embarked on our tran- 
sportation study and es- 
tablished a masterplan for 
the transportation links in 
the city and several of 
these have been 
implemented. 

The one component one 
would very much have 
liked to see imp ‘mented is 
the East-West throughroad 
which due to the shortage 


of capital has had to be 
shelved. 


Q: Was there a lot of 
resistance to the introduc- 
tion of the water reclama- 
tion scheme? 

A: We introduced the 
scheme at a time when this 
community was not yet as 
aware of public events. 
Everywhere in the world 
there is now much greater 
public awareness of 
schemes. Today, public 
awareness oor __ public 
resistance in fact has 
thwarted or wrecked or 
postponed many very ex- 
cellent schemes. Plus, I 
think the Southwester is 
generally far more aware 
of water, the value of it and 
therefore far more readily 
accepts something which 
may not be acceptable to 
their overseas  counter- 
parts. 


Q: There has been a lot 
Qf controversy about the 
East-West highway. Is it 
really necessary in a situa- 
tion where housing and 
basic facilities are a 
problem? 

A: We have conclusively 
proved the need for the 
East-West highway from 
the traffic studies that have 
been conducted. The inten- 
tion never +.:s to build 
highways and not do 
anything else at all. We 
have divided the highway 
into 2—3 sections, and with 
the phased implementation 
you would have the provi- 
sion of housing, you would 
have infrastructural 
development in the 
township itself, you would 
have had extensions to the 
water supply system. 


Q: In a situation where 
there are limited funds, 
how does one decide that 
such a highway is more of 
a priority than .other 
things? 

A: Well, usually, things 
like an extension to the 
water supply scheme ofr 
sewage plant system dic- 
tate their own priority. 
Housing dictates itself as 
becoming a top prionty, 
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unless you start getting ex- 
treme congestion, which 
we don’t have as yet. 

When you build a road, 

it looks lavish, because it 
must at least still be valid 
for the period you are 
repaying the loan. Ob- 
viously its underutilised 
and the utilisation builds 
up until ic is fully utilised in 
20 years time. You're not 
now going to build a house 
you need in 20 years time. 
Housing can be augmented 
as the need arises, while a 
road has to be built in its 
final form. 

Q: You would say then 
that in Windhoek's case, 
there is enough housing so 
that one can afford to build 
a road, in spite of the fact 
that “housing dictates tts 
own priority”, as you sald? 

A: We can afford: to 
rapay the loan. The financ- 
ing of housing is a little dif- 
ferent from the financing of 
a road. We build houses 
for people and they then 
undertake the  respon- 
sibility to repay the loan, 
because that individual is’ 
in the first instance respon- 
sible for the roof over his 
head. 

Whereas the Govern- 
ment realises the need for 
an efficient transportation 
system in the cities so they 
give us | percent loans 
redeemable over 40 years, 
in other words there is a 
heavy subsidy element. 


If you had verv limited 
funds, you would obvious- 
ly give priority to housing, 
bt a city’s @ balanced 
thing, you also cannot just 
continue building houses 
and houses and houses. 
You obviously reach & 
stage where housing could 
be acute but there is a ter- 
rific shortage of clinics or 
some other service. ts 
coming up in Khoma: al 
now. If we continue «x- 
tending Khomasdal « 1d 
you've got no access to it, 
it becomes ridiculous: you 
can’t have a huge township 
and you've got to use foot- 
paths in the veld and walk 
to town.

IF NECESSITY is 
the mother of invention, 
Outjo’s Town Clerk Mr 
I G Lemmer should be 
credited as one of the 
country’s most _in- 
genious ‘inventors’ of 
ideas on local economic 
development. 


According to Mr Lem- 
mer, the stretch of land 
between Outjo in the west 
and Grootfontein in the 
east measuring 100 by 50 
kms, could “easily supply 
one quarter of _ the 
country’s total population 
with its accommodation, 
employment and food re- 
quirements, in a couple of 
years. How? 

By transforming a com- 
mon pestilence to the 
public and a scourge to 
farmers into one of 
Namibia’s potentially 
valuable economic assets 
— the conversion of mil- 
lions of tons of bush into 
methanol and other by- 
products! 

The thought at first does 
not seem to be so striking 
at all, but reading through 
Mr Lemmer’s seven-page 
memorandum one realises 
that considerable 
homework has gone into 
the idea. 


The idea was submitted 
by Mr Lemmer to the 
Etosha Regional Develop- 
ment Advisory Committee 
of the White Administra- 
tion last year in ruary 
where it received the neces- 
sary attention. 

Findings of the CSIR 
and other bodies including 
one in the US that ethanol 
and methanol can be 
economically produced 
from wood have so far sup- 
ported the idea, but further 
research is necessary to 
determine, inter alia, the 
degree to which the Ter- 
ritory’s bushes and trees 
lend themselves to the 
process. 

Exactly where the pro- 
ject is at this stage in its 
shuttle through the cor- 
ridor, is not known, but 
eventually, the State car- 
ries the responsibility for 
seeing that the project’s 
potential is either fully 
materialised or debunked. 

Mr Lemmer estimaics 
that R40m in capital out- 
lay would be the minimum 
to erect one factory plant 
in the near north of the 


country. 
The initial groundwork 
in an underdeveloped 


country such as ours only 
the State can carry, but 
eventually, it is up to some 


individual or consortium of 
investors who are going to 
have to put their money 
down. 

Let’s take a look at the 


idea, presented by Mr 
Lemmer. 
Virtually the whole 


north of the country is 
plagued by bush encroach- 
ment, about which much 
has been reported in the 
local media. 

Bush encroachment is 
an early stage of deser- 
tification ind consists in 
the extensive replacement 
of former healthy grazing 
pasture into bushy terrain, 
with a 50 percent loss of 
grazing capacity on the 
land surface. This is the 
degree to which it has 


developed in the near 
north. 
The causes of bush 


encroachment include 
overgrazing due to the 
holding of excessive stoc« 
on farms with a given car- 
rying ceracity, which leads 
io the destruction of the 
soil cover, and with the 
passing of successive 
droughts, the emergence of 
a cover of bushes which 
are better adapted to sur- 
vive in these particular 
ecological conditions of 
desertification. 
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It is therefore a_ self- 
destructive erosion of 
valuable natural resources 
needed to support an 
agricultural economy, now 
in steady decline for some 
years. 

Some 50 years ago when 
most of the country was 
divided up into farms, the 
land was mainly covered 
by large open grassy plains 
with scattered trees and 
shrubs. Today, some 250 


000 square kms are 
covered by trees and 
bushes, mainly thorny 
shrubs, constituting 
roughly a 5U_ percent 


reduction in grazing 
capacity which took place 
over the past 30 years. 
The most _ effective 
method against bisn « 
encroachment used so far 
is spraying frcin the air 
which 2verages R20 per 
heciare, or totalling R100 


000 for a 5 OOO ha 
farmland. 
ASTRONOMICAL 


Even if half of the farm- 
ing area in the districts of 
Otavi, Outjo, Otjiwarongo, 
Grootfontein and Tsumeb 
comprising about 3 000 
farms should be sprayed, it 
would amount to. an 
astronomical R1b. 














Neither the Government 
nor the farming com- 
munity can afford such an 
astronomical amount. 
Even if they are subsidised 
by SO, srcent on the costs 
of spraying their farms, 
neither party could afford 
it. 

Even if such a project is 
undertaken, the entire 
process will repeat itself 
within the next 30 years 
under present conditions. 

On the other hand if sm- 
all areas only are 
debushed, the — gained 
ground will be promptly 
lost at the next drought. 

This brings one to the 
conclusion that bush 
encroachment should be 
regarded as a permanent 
condition into. —-which 
agriculture has landed and 
is to be accommodated 
only by changed 
agncultural methods and 
patterns. 

With shrinking margins 
of return on expenditure 
the order of the day, the 
way out for agriculture is 
also not to be found in 
replacing herds with 
superior breeds, for the lat- 
ter will not compensate for 
the farmer on the long run. 

This leads one to the 
conclusion that the bush 
and shrub should be tran- 
sformed into an asset, in- 
stead of atempting con- 
stantly to eradicate it at 
great expense. 


Trees, bushes and 
shrubs can be viewed as 
natura! factories con- 


verting solar energy into 
products potentially useful 
to man and beast. Further- 
more, they are a constant 
asset because they 
regenerate naturally. As a 
source of energy, natural 
vegetation cannot be 
depleted as in the case of 
natural coal! or oil deposits. 
Excellent results from 
tests on processing 
methanol from waste wood 
ai pine plantations in SA 
nave been achieved. An ad 
vantage of such processing 


plants is that they require 
far less capital outlay than 


in the case of enormous 
plants such as at Sasol.. 

This means, that several 
smaller less expensive 
plants can be erected over 
a large geographical area, 
which is perfect for the 
situation in the Territory. 

In addition this means 
that smaller plants on an 
experimental scale can 
already be erected at an 
early stage in the overall 
project. 

Even if the wood quality 
in Namibia is not as 
suitable for fuel extraction 
as in the case of other 
types outside the Territory, 
Mr Lemmer goes on to 
point out all the added ad- 
vantages of such a project 
— advantages which in 
social and economic terms 
far outweigh the technical 
drawbacks stemming from. 
wood quality. 

The project will provide 
employment to hundreds 
of unskilled workers in a 
short period of time. These 
will be used for example to 
chop out bushes and trees 
by hand and to transport 
the loads to the collecting 
points. As the project 
grows over the years and 
spin-off industries 
develope, employment for 
thousands more unskilled 
workers will be created and 
for many skilled workers 
too. 

The advantages of such 
a project still hold, in the 
face of possible State sub- 
sidy, should the project be 
shown to operate at a loss, 
since the social costs of un- 
employment of thousands 
of people still have to be 
borne by the State in the 
end. 

This approach beats the 
eradication of millions of 
tons of bush at great cost 
and without lasting results. 

Of course, the process 
would clear huge areas of 
grazing at present lost to 
stock farming. The savings 
from not spraying ihe 
bushes represents in itself a 


Capital amount sufficient to 
finance the erection of 
processing factories for the 
manufacture of fuel. 
STRONGER 
REGROWTH 

Another spin off to the 
farmer is that the chopped 
bushes and shrubs cleared 
at a slower rate, will 
promote the _ stronger 
regrowth of grass as it es- 
tablishes itself in the place 
of eradicated vegetation. 
The quality of new pasture 
will therefore be improved. 

Also, the roots of 
remaining vegetation not 
completely removed gives 
off shoots during rainy 
season which is specially 
liked by animals and pre- 
sents additional nutriment, 
with resultant increases in 
meat yields. 

There are many more 
advantages to the farmer. 
By being able to supple- 
ment their income from the 
sale of eradicated vegeta- 
tion, they are also less 
dependent on income from 
meat production which 
means that the stocking 
load on the land can be 
relaxed with subsequent 
ecological advantages. 

A larger agricultural 
labour force at the same 
time constitutes an ex- 
panded home market for 
farmers own products such 
as meat, milk and 
vegetables. 

At the same time the 
eradication of worthless 
shrub will release more 
land and precipitation for 


the growth of useful wood~ 


species for the local 
manufacture of furniture. 
The overall productivity of 
the farming sector will rise, 
enabling more people to 
occupy the countryside on 
an economic basis. In turn 
this will lead to expanded 
capital formation as the 
value of land rises. 


INDEPENDECE 
There is also the advan- 
tage of a greater degree of 
independence of Namibia 
in terms of its fuel require- 
ments, with consequent 


savings 
change. 

The bushes and shrubs 
are precisely tuned in to 
the low rainfall and other 
climatic conditions and will 
regenerate as they are 
removed, in that way form- 
ing an inexhaustible asset. 
Large areas of the north of 
the Territory are suitable 
for cropping in certain 
grains and other products, 
in terms of precipitation 
and earth types, Mr Lem- 
mer argues. The only 
reasons why crops such as 
sunflower seed and certain 


in foreign ex- 


grains have not been 
developed to their fuil 
potential are: 

@ A lack of expertise 


amongst traditional stock 
farmers; 


@ High costs of clearing 


ground of bushes and 
shrubs; 

@ High costs of 
machinery, _ fuel and 
spares; 

@ A lack in technical ex- 
pertise as well as 


specialised agricultural in- 
formation on various crop 
species; 
@ A lack of trained trac- 
tor operators who can 
minimise maintenance 
costs, as well as a shortage 
of a servicing infrastucture 
for agricultural machinery. 

The entire bush removal 
project for fuel conversion 
meshes with the develop- 
ment parameters of a crop: 
ping sector in the near 
north of the Territory. 

The removal of bushes, 
the mobilisation of ad- 
ditional agricultural laboui 
in the region, the provision 
of vehicles and 
machinery used in tne 
bush-to-fuel project — ali 
these factors could become 
a sort of ‘bonus’ for the 
development of cropping 
on a larger scale in the 
region-reducing the mas 
sive capital outlays ‘hat 
would normally be re- 
quired of farmers wanting 
to diversify their procuc- 
tion. 

The problem wi!) in a 
be ‘automatically’ 
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way 








soived with t!.e provision 
technical input in the form 
of transport, tools and ser- 
vice maintenance facilities 
needed for bush removal, 
be rendered available for 
new agricultural processes. 

Especially the use of 
tractors for transporting 
bushes and the improved 
performance of drivers, 
will then spin off into new 
directions. 


HEALTHY 
Mr Lemmer argues con- 
vicingly that such a 


strategy for infrastructural 
development in the near 
north’s agricultural sector 
is a ‘healthy’ one in that it 
is not artificially induced. 

Normally the State tnes 


to stimulate economic 
growth by implanting an 
infrastructural network 
into an undeveloped 
region, at great cost, which 
has to be carried during the 
initial unproductive period 
while new economic ac- 
tivities get off the ground. 

In this case the develop- 
ment of an infrastructure 
goes apace with _ the 
emergence of a new in- 
dustry, namely productive 
land-clearing coupled to 
fuel conversion. The costs 
of the infrastructural 
network in the region are 
therefore borne from the 
start, partly out of revenue 
generated. 
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The agricultural diver- 
sification of the near north 
also means the emergence 
of a decentralised 
economic sector, with its 
added advantages to the 
countryside in terms of 
social services in the form 
of schools, commercial ac- 
tivity, hospitals and hous- 
ing. 

The project will bring 
work to the rurally un- 
deremployed labour force 
rather than driving the un- 
employed into the towns as 


at present. . 
But, we are far from the 
end of the © self-driven 


development project that 

Mr Lemmer has in mind. 
ADDITIONAL 
ADVANTAGES 

Since not all wood 
cleared from the veld is 
Suitable for fuel extraction, 
other products can also be 
maufactured, with  ad- 
ditional advantages to the 
whole enterprise. 

The manufacture’ of 
charcoal is cheap and 
potenually very useful, not 
only as a commodity for 
sale to final consumers 
but as an energy source for 
the fuel conversion and 
agricultural cropping 
schemes as well. 

Since transport is an im- 
portant element im the 
process of extracting fuel 
from wood, charcoal could 
be used to combust smalJ 


Steam-driven trains tran* 
sporting the raw material 
to the fuel extracting 
plants. The same charcoal 
could also be used to burn 
the boilers in the process- 
ing plants themselves, with 
added savings on imported 
fuel. 

Charcoal! is itself light, 
therefore easily transpor- 
table, and burns slowly 
with a high heat. 

The spraying of large 
areas of land with poison 
to eradicate bush, would 
also destroy many pote:- 
tially useful trees whose 
wood could be used in the 
manufacture of furniture 
and other products such as 
packing crates. 

Mr Lemmer concludes 
his memorandum with a 
suggestion as to the most 
Suitable location of the 
scheme. 

He suggests that at least 
three fuel conversion plants 
can eventually be erected 
at Grootfontein, Otavi and 
Outjo. 

The area affected with 
bush encroachment lies in 
the belt of land 100 kms 


wide and 300 kms long 
between Outjo and Groot- 


fontein, straddling the 
dolomite belt ~—s running 
through the area. 

Due to local climatic 
conditions, the largest 
vanety of bush and wood 
types is also found here, 
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with a faster growth rate of 


the bushes __s presently 
Strangling pasture for 
livestock. 


CENTRAL 

The «rea is centrally 
situated between Owambo, 
Hereroland, Kaokoveld 
and Damaraland, where 
the largest concentrations 
of surplus underemployed 
labour is to be found. 

The dolomite range is 
well endowed with un- 
derground water and ad- 
ditional supplies can even- 
tually be drawn from the 
Kunene and adjacent river 
courses such as the Ugab. 

The electric: power line 
from Ruacana to 
Windhoek runs through 
this area, with the pos- 
sibility of being tapped at 
several points. 

The area is further also 
reasonably well-endowed 
with roads and com- 
munications systems. 

The development of the 
entire area would also pave 
the way for opening 
mineral reserves in the 
area, such as coal and pos- 
sibly tin. 

The project potential has 
been presented by Mr 
Lemmer and has reached 
the Planning Department 
of the White Administra- 
tion from where it has to 
go to the Central Govern- 
ment.

[IMPACT OF WORLD ECONOMIC PROBLEMS FELT 
Saint Denis TEMOIGNAGES in French 10 Feb 82 p 1 
[Editorial: "The Continuing Crisis"] 


[Text] President Reagan's announcement of the United States' budget for fiscal 
year 1983 (which begins in October) rudely reminded international opinion that 
chances of seeing the international crisis of capitalism diminish are practically 
nil. 


Actually, the American budget is based on an overwhelming increase in military 
spending (up 20 percent). In other words, hundreds and hundreds of millions of 
dollars will be spent on an unproductive sector. 


The American budget also shows a record deficit of several tens of millions of 
dollars and the elimination of several social programs. 


This antisocial policy will cause discontent in the United States itself. 


In order to carry it out, the United States will need capital and everything would 
seem to indicate that American interest rates (the highest in the world) will go 
even higher in order to attract money to the United States. At the same time, 

the dollar is expected to go up. 


This prospect has already brought about the reaction of countries in the European 
Economic Community and Japan because by attracting capital, the American policy 
risks endangering recovery in Europe and Japan. Imports from those countries in 
dollars (particularly oil) could go even higher and the inflationary movement will 
accelerate. 


Furthermore, Japan, like the EEC countries, are also experiencing a crisis whose 
outcome cannot be foreseen. The latest figures from the OECD show that unemploy- 
ment is growing steadily worse.

These are the constant factors in the situation of the capitalist countries.

This means that we will suffer the harmful effects of the international economic 
and monetary crisis directly, by importing inflation. 


At a time when there is talk of relations between our country and Europe (and 
of their necessary redefinition), we must not forget this factor in the crisis. 


That is why those who neglect Reunionese production, its protection first and its 
development later, bear heavy responsibility for the future of the country. 


We must not be afraid of thinking now about developing our production and about 
its protection. 


That development must have Reunion's self-sufficiency in food as its top priority.

SLOW RATE OF REGISTRATION ON VOTING LISTS NOTED 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 25 Feb 82 p 4 
[Article by Momar Seyni Ndiaye: "Low Rate of Participation" ] 


[Excerpt] Will the date of 31 March initially chosen as the closing of election 
registration be postponed? This question generates great concern because of the 
low rate of registration and because of the motivations behind this poor parti- 
cipation. And yet, the stakes are great and there is a whole host of political 
groups engaged in the battle to gain power. Nothing can justify the date of 

5 February when only some 54,000 Senegalese have registered throughout all the 
regions of the country. Nevertheless, on an exceptional basis and considering 
the broadening of the national political arena, the legal period for registration 
has been extended from 45 to 105 days. 


On 10 February, the minister of interior called together all regional governors 
and the departments of his ministry to examine the situation of the special revi- 
sion of the election lists. His observation is categorical: "The delay mainly 
results from the failure of the political parties, whose members are inadequately 
informed by their leaders and consequently do not pay proper heed to the revi- 
sion."’ The political groupings, particularly of the opposition, which mainly 
have their sights on revision of the election code, regret and deplore the little 
publicity given to this event of exceptional importance from every standpoint. 


Actually, the reasons for the delay are many. The task of informing the public 
not only belongs to the government, but to a great extent, to the politicai 
ties. The government guarantees a correct and consistent registration and 
duct of the voting itself. The interest which political parties should 
an election depends on their political ambitions. If, as in the develops 
tries, the government must take a whole arsenal of measures for publicity purp< 
and hold round tables in all languages in order to emphasize the obligation tc 
tte, the parties, for their part, should create the conditions for such awarenes 


] 


through meetings and their liaison organs. 

One must also admit that in the field, the administrative committees have encoun- 
tered many difficulties in carrying out the registration. These difficulties are 
ill the more perceptible in the traveling committees that must visit all the ru 
communities, They do not have all the material and financial conditions neede 
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to tunction normally. The 40 million which the government must make available to 
all the governorships to cover operating expenses arrived at their destination 
only last week, probably because of the slowness of the procedure. A few com- 
mittees d nevertheless work thanks to the budget of local prefectures while 
awaiting wie government subsidies. Others were not able to do so, lacking finan- 
cial means, 


The absenteeism of committee members -- in principle, committees contain repre- 
sentatives of all groups -- and the obstacles (failure to deliver permits) 

greatly affected the operation of the committees. In addition, there were rival- 
ries stemming from partisan circumstances, which also reflect on the registra- 
tion work. It therefore appears to be necessary for the groups to adopt a kind 

of modus vivendi based on mutual trust and a spirit of tolerance. During this 
period of election fever, these quaiities do not come out of nowhere, but they are 
necessary, if not indispensable, in order to carry out the task in keeping with 
the proper standards. Other obstacles, these technical, may also explain the 
delays, They are essentially linked to tne legal papers of the potential voters. 
Many voters do not have the proper documents required by law in order to register. 
Others are totally uninformed and know nothing at all about the steps to follow 
or the legal conditions required. 


Nor is the elimination of deceased persons from the old lists without problems. 

It is done so slowly that it gives rise to concern and suspicion. For example, 
for the period from 15 November to 5 February, only 265 names were taken off in 
Cape Verde and 223 other modifications made for the same region. This seems to 

be totally inadmissible. This can be seen better when one realizes that the total 
eliminations and other modifications are less than 15,000, 14,777, to be precise. 
The delay is obvious. It is to be hoped that the funds made available to the 
administrative committees will help speed up the work. The Ministry of Interior 
has taken all proper measures. 


All things considered, it is easy to see that this participation is appallingly 
low. According to certain indications from the Ministry of Interior, registra- 
tions total 792 a day, on a national average. In order to reach a total voting 
public of some 2 million, compared with 1,556,250 for 1978, this rate of parti- 
cipation should be 3,000 a day. We are very far from that. Even if we cannot 
make a comparison with registrations during the same period in 1978, one can say 
that participation is at least disappointing, essentially because of what is at 
stake and because of the extension of the legal time period. That judgment must 
undouhtedly be tempered, alleging the poor publicity given to the event as the 
main cause of the relative lethargy. 





During this exceptional period of election revisions, expectations (in the major- 
ity and the cpposition both) are mainly concentrated on modifications in the 
election code. That is not a bad thing; on the contrary. Bit modification of 


the code must not -- and this seems to be the case -—- get in the way of regis- 
tration. We must not ignore that the type of voting in the future code affects 
political groups in more than one way. The vast majority of the opposition is 
demanding proportional voting. This system has the advantage of preserving the 
election chances of all groups and of reflecting a "certain election justice." 
In principle, the Supreme Court must begin its study of legislation on modifica- 
tions in the new code by the end of this week.

the CCM C .idelines. 

The contributions, too, had 
nothing to do with one’s em- 
ployment. The onus of 
declaring the income rests on 
the member. 

The contributions were 
voluntary in that members 
jomed the Party. voluntarily, 

e added. 

The National Executive 
Committee (NEC), Ndugu 
Mwakawago said, made a 
final ruling on the issue and 
fixed the rates.

GOVERNMENT REVIEWING INDUSTRIAL SAFETY LAWS 
Dar es Salaam DAILY NEWS in English 6 Mar 82 p 1 


[Text] The Government is reviewing the industrial laws related to safety of 
industrial workers to include provisions governing maintenance of healthy 
working conditions not provided under the current regulations. 


A statement issued by the Ministry of Labour and social Welfare in Dar es 
Salaam yesterday observed that environmental pollution by some physical, 
chemical and biological means were not covered by existing laws. 


It cited the use of X-Rays and ionising radiations as being harmful to workers 
but added that their application at industrial sites was not controlled by 
law. 


The statement said deaths caused by industrial accidents decreased from 98 
in 1979 to 85 the following year. It showed, however, that 1,644 workers 
were incapacitated in 1980 compared to 1,547 the previous year. 


Some 2,250 people were variably wounded in 3,904 accidents in 1979 with the 
figures falling to 1,664 and 3,383, respectively, the next year, the state- 
ment explained. 


[t said a total of 6.48 million/- was paid out in compensation to families 
of the deceased and the other accident victims in 1979. Some 8.64 million/- 
was compensated the following year. 


The statement said industrial workers should demand safety measures at all 
work places through the Union of Tanzania Workers (JUWATA) or CCM branches

where the former had not been established. 


"If both institutions do not exist at a place of work, the workers should 


petition to the Chief Inspector of Industries or regional industrial inspec- 
tors,’ it urged. 

[t explained that 60 per cent of the industrial accidents were caused by the 
fall of persons or objects, stepping over or striking against objects and 
miscellaneous reasons. 
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Other factors were means of transport--18 per cent; use of hand tools--15 
per cent; and machinery-~seven per cent. 


The statement said the Ministry should increase the number of trained indus- 
trial inspectors and provide them with improved working facilities as further 
measures to check the increase of industrial accidents. 
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GENERATORS IMPORTED IN 1978 LIE IDLE IN PEMBA 
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GENERATORS imported = in 
1978 for an electric power plant 
at Wesha, near Chake Chake in 
Pemba, have been lying idle 
because the contractors 
allegedly tailed to complete civil 
works in time, the Zanzibar 
Ministerf for Water, Energy and 
Minerals, Ndugu Soud Yusuf 
Megeni, said this week.

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MBEYA MEAT PLANT CONTRACTORS DEMAND ADDITIONAL FUNDS 
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HEM Singh Contractors, 
builders of the proposed Mbeya 
meat packing plant, are 
demanding an extra 23 million/- 
before they can go ahead with 
the work. 

The contractors demand the 
extra amount so that they can 
meet the latest salary increases 
for their workers and the rising 
cost of building materials. 


However, the Executive 
Chairman of the _ Livestock 
Development Authority 
{LIDA Ndugu Aiphonce 
Rulegura, stressed that the 


Authority would not pay any 
extra cent to Hem Singh as 
claimed. “We will only pay them 
the remaining 10 million/-,” he 
said.

He said the Mbeya plant's 
machinery, whose construction 
is four years behind schedule,

had in fact made a mockery of 
the concept itself. 

They argued that rather than 
workers in Tanzania having a 
final say in the setting. and 
supervision of production 
targets, it was the managements 
which made all decisions Decause 
they formed more than half of 
the workers councils. 

ihey said absentcetsm, laziness 
and theit in work places was due 
to poor. supervision and 
‘fponitoring and that these had 
nothing to do with workers’ 
participation.

LOME CONVENTION HELPS SUGAR EXPORTS

DESPITE low world 
prices, Zimbabwe's 1982 
export sugar crop has al- 
ready been sold on inter- 
national futures markets. 

But its foreign ex- 
change value will be 
slightly down on iast 
year’s figure of $55 mil- 
lion, says Mr _ Geoff 
Thomas, general manager 
of Sugar Sales (Pvt) Ltd, 
the marketing arm of 
both Hippo Valley and 
T.iangle. 

Production of raw 
sugar, however, will ex- 
ceed 1981's total of 
370 000 tonnes, by 20000, 
and should rise to 450 000 
tonnes next year. ' 

Of this year’s projected 
890000 tonnes, about 
190 000 is surplus for ex- 
port, much of it is de- 
stined for the United 
States. 

“The US is our best 
market at the moment as 
our sugar enters the coun- 
try duty free under their 
general system of 
preferences," explained 
Mr Thomas. 

Botswana takes about 
30 000 tonnes under a spe- 
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cia] contract, and, as from 
July, about 25000 tonnes 
will be going to the EEC 
through the Lome Con- 
vention. 

“The Lome ,deal pro- 
vides us with a fixed price 
that is very much higher 
than the current world 
price,” he added. 

Zimbabwe is also a 
member of the World 
Sugar Agreement, which 
specifies that it must 
stockpile 14500 tonnes to 
act as a stabilising factor 


against low prices. 

Transport problems 
reached crisis proportions 
last year when it was 
thor.ght that 60 000 tonnes 
wculd have to be stock- 
piled, as thry could not be 
moved. to the sugar ter- 
minal at Maputo, which is 
shared with Swaziland. 

The recent recovery in 
the transport’ situation 
hag now taken care of this 
back-log, all of which 
should be exported by 
April.

ZIMBABWE 


A WEEK ago today Zimbabwe's busmen 


went on strike, but yesterday morning 


Salisbury had at least 400 of its 500 


buses back on the road and the position 
in Bulawayo and Umtali was even better. 


Umtali yesterday became the first of the 


country’s cities to get back to a normal bus 
service with Bulawayo on 95 percent normal 
and Gwelo on 70 percent. 


Mr Peter Hornblow, the 
general manager of Salis- 
bury United Omnibus 
Company, said yesterday 
that 400 of the 500 b*ises 
normally ruaning were on 
the roads during peak 
periods yesterday. 

He said that recruit- 
ment of drivers was pro- 
ceeding steadily, and that, 
in all probability, services 
would return to normal 
early mext week. 

The Umtali manager of 
Zimbabwe Omnibus Com- 
pany, Mr David Lynas, 
said yesterday that all 
services in the city would 
be back to normal today. 

The company had given 
priority to the city, and 
rural and urban services 
would resume “by the end 
of the week”, 

Mr Lynas sald that all 
the 155 company ataff 
arrested on Friday were 
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released on Monday. Only 
15 strikers had been re- 
employed with 24 new 
drivers starting. 

In Bulawayo a spokes- 
man for ZOC said that bus 
services were running at 
about 95 percent of normal 
yesterday morning with 


200 of the striking drivers 
back on the payroll, bring- 
ing those taken on this 
week to 325. 

Two buses were being 
used in Bulawayo to train 
the new drivers who 
should complete their 
courses early next week. 

Mr David Dyer, ZOC’s 
transport manager, said 
30 of the conductors who 
were fired at the same 
time as the = striking 
drivers had been given 
their jobs back.
